An example, the 
Insurgents said, was the action of 
eastern Republicans in demanding 
highei industrial duties while op- 
posing the debenture plan of farm 
relief—which they say, would off- 
set the effects of the tariff 
on 


western consumers. 


The quarrel therefore rested on 


economic grounds and mere "wise- 
cracks" affected it little or not at 
all. Far more significant to the 
westerners was the action of Sen- 
ator Bingham 
(R) of Conn., in 


taking a paid manufacturers lob- 
byist into the secret tariff ses- 
sions. So too, greater importance

PROBE GAS BLAST 


AT RYRIA PLANT 


ELYRIA, O., Nov. 11— (INS) — 


j While gloom-stricken Elyria pre- 
! pared to bury the first of the vic- 
tims of Saturday's tragic explos- 
ion disaster today, Coroner M. E. 
Perry pushed his investigation into 
the blast 
which demolished the 


Timms Spring company, plant here 
and took a toll of six lives and in- 
jured four. 


The explosion occurred when a 


workman lighted a cigarette in the 
gas-filled factory. The gas is be- 
lieved to have escaped from a new 
gas heater which recently was in- 
stalled in the plant. 


The four injured persons are ex- 


pected to recover, according to hos- j
